HONOURS IN IRISH. 


At the meeting of the Dublin County 
Council yesterday monthly payments to the 
amount of £19 Qs. 10d. were passed. 

The meeting confirmed the grant of a 
superannuation allowance of £453 Ba. to Mr. 
A. J. Downing, assistant surveyor, who has 
resigned. 

Arising out of the report of the Scholar 
ships Committee, Lady Dockrell said that she 
considered that 40 per cent. was too much 
to allow for honours in Irish, because, after 
all, they wanted a scholarship to be fer 
general knowledge. This percentage gave an 
unfair advantage to lads coming up from 
Jrish-speaking Den 

The Chairman said that there were no Irish- 
speaking districts within the County Dublin. 

Lady Dockrell said that she meant a young 
fellow who might have lived in an Irish- 
speaking district. It was a heavy favouritism 
for Irish. She thought that So per cent, 
was enough. 

The Chairman said that it had already been 
reduced by 10 per cert. 

Lady Dockrell said that she thought that 
that was still too much. Irish was going out, 
as they would find, except where it was kept 
up for the purpose of having more printing 
and paper used. 

The Chairman said that Lady Dockrell 
would find that Irish was very much on the 
increase throughout the country. 

The result of the Council’s scholarships ex- 
aminations, 1924, was announced, and the fol- 
lowing six candidates were awarded scholar- 
ships in University College, Dublin, in order 
of merit :—John Flynn, James P. Kane, Hugh 
J. Healy, Donal F. O'Dwyer, Anne G. 
Coghlan, and Margaret M. E. O TLoole. 

e scheme of scholarships for 1925 pro- 
vides for seven of the value of £75 per 
annum. 

The following persons were co-opted to 
vacancies on the Council:—Mr, Laurence 
Raul, Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington, and Mr. P.

Law Courts in Ireland are . 
present undergoing many changes, 
the times are such that laymen, no less 
than lawyers, in Ireland may find it of 
interest to follow the story of the Inns 
h the centuries. 

Giving the probable explanation of the 
origin and local situation of the Inns of 
Court, Sir D. Plunket Barton says :— 

“In the twelfth and thirteenth centuries there 

in the City of London under 
series of 


events which were 
symptematic of certain of policy ia both

and State, resulted in the breakin

anchorage... . Ín end around 
what was then the suburban village of Holborn.” 


Of that “greatest name in the Middle 
Temple Benham deseribes how Black- 
stone found the common law of England 
in “Chunks of more or less meaningless 
jargon, and the eighteenth century 
lawyer produced— 

“A code translated into the language of Addigon 
nd Pope; a series of majestic regulations em- 
bodying the conturies-old wisdom of Saxon snd 
Piantegenct Kings destined to carry 
— speech, and the Commentarics as part of 


to s a thousand times greater than the 
isiend in which these things were written.” 


The volume is not overcrowded by the 
great figures of the law and an excellent 
picture is given of the events of fourteenth 
century England, of the days of the 
Plantagenets, of the Wars of the Roses 
and after, of the time of the Tudors, ol 
the struggles of the Stuarts, of the Civil 
War and the Commonwealth—and ól the 
men of these centuries in whose hands lay 
the administration of the law. During the 
strenuous years of the Wars of Roses, Sir 
Plunket Barton tells us, some of the 
judges owed their promotion to “ services 
rendered to one side or the other,” but he 
says that, as a general rule, the judges 
“kept aloof from political movements. 
He instances two judges, Hussey and 
Bryan, who served under four Sovereigns 
and enjoyed the confidence of the wearers 
of roses both red and white.” At the 
same time “the Bench was a perilous 
place,” and, while John Markham was 
33 from the Bar to a judgeship, in 


* 
“two Judges had heen murdered by Wat Tyler's 
mob. One had been executed, and the rest exiled, 
for high treason.” 


However, Markham was twelve years a 
judge and died a natural death in the 
reign of Henry IV. 

A “subject of much controversy among 
historians ' is discussed in Shakespeare's 
rendering of an incident in the life of Sir 
William Gascoigne, Chief Justice of Eng- 
land under Henry IV., who committed 
to prison the Prince, afterwards Henry V.. 
because he would have taken a prisoner 
from the Bar of the King’s Bench.” Sir 
Plunket Barton tells us that “history 
does not confirm the legend, to which 
Shakespeare gave currency, that Henry V. 
re-appointed Gascoigne as his Chief 
Justice, but he adds— 

“The historians have succeeded in pointing out 
some inexactness in Shakespeare's @picture of 
Gascoigne, but they have failed te modify the 
popular conception of judicial courage and in- 
dependence which, even ore Shakespeare s time, 
had become associated with his memory.” 


The lawyers of Gray's Inn ceased to be 
tenants of the Carthusians and became 
tenants of the Crown when Henry VIII. 
suppressed the monasteries. Thomas 
Cromwell, a Gray's Inn lawyer, is followed 
up “the glittering steps in his ascent to 
the scaffold,”’ but Sir D. Plunket Barton 
considers that “the most creditable trait 
in his character” was his fidelity to 
Cardinal Wolsey. In the brief davs of 
Edward VI. the Benchers sought to place 
some limitations upon “ the time spent in 
revels and plays and upon the cost of 
feasts which the Readers used to give 
during their term of office. 

The “golden age of Gray's Inn came 
with the reign of Elizabeth. Among the 
great men of Gray’s Inn in that day were 
Sir William Cecil, afterwards Lord 
Burghley, Sir Nicholas Bacon, and Sir 
i a Gerrard, Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
and. 

Francis Bacon, the philosopher, was 26 
years of age when he became a Bencher 
of Gray’s Inn. The Queen delighted in 
“masques and revels, and “it is not 
surprising to find that Shakespeare was 
familiar with Gray’s Inn.” At Christmas, 
1594, there were “most famous revels ”' 
—s over a fortnight or more at 
Gray’s Inn. Shakespeares “Comedy of 
Errors was performed at the Inn, and 
there were such disorders and con- 
tusions that it was afterwards called 
“the Night of Errors. At this period 
the Inn was “not only a college for 
lawyers, and rendezvous for prominent 
servants of the State; it was also a 
nursery for poets, dramatists and men oí 
letters.' Francis Bacon, the most brilliant 
of the company, found it “a labour of 
love to lay out and plant the gardens of 
Gray's Inn, Having held great offices and 
been created Viscount St. Albans, he was 
dismissed and declared “for ever in- 
capable of holding public office. 

Some great ——.— judges fell through 
“becoming subordinate to the Royal 
authority in the days of the Stuarts. 
Not so Edward Coke, who was called to 
the Bar by the Inner Temple in 1578. 
who worked very hard and “ went to bed 
on the stroke of nine in order to obtain 
an equal number of hours’ sleep before 
and after midnight”; who regarded all 

layers, including Shakespeare and Ben 

ohnson, as “vagabonds’’; who never 
went to a play, but became Speaker of 
the English Parliament, and opposed 
King James I. on the question of 
the Royal prerogative. Such a man, and 
many others, figure in the story. Perhaps, 
in other days the Irish Free State may 
follow the example of the United States oi 
America and erect a statue to one of their 
number. In tracing the long association 
of Ireland and Gray's Inn, Sir Plunket 
Barton says—

Their house, however, had the assist- 
ance of many brilliant young men, who 
have since won fame ; for it was 
like an old-time guild, with many minds 
contributing to a common achievement. 
The most remarkable trait of the house s 
work is its eclecticism. No si style 
marks the buildings of McKim, and 
White; for no Wren dominated the 
house's work with one man's mannerisms. 
Their buildi are distinguished among 
American edifices by their fine scale, 
freedom of treatment, perfect workman- 
ship and disciplined taste. 

The pictures collected by Professor 
Reilly show us the admirable Renaissance 
work of the University Club, New York; 
the severe classic portico of Columbia 
Library ; the Madison 2 Church, and 
the rather over-decorated Madison Square 
Gardens; a house in West 54th street 
which suggests Dublin in every detail ; 
details of the White House; the Pennsy!l- 
vania Railway Station interior; the 
Morgan Library, and so on. In all these 
we see how McKim responded to the 
demand of wealthy America for a magni- 
ficence worthy of its rapidly accumulating 
riches, providing, through his guild-like 
house, a luxuriant variety of tasteful art 
for these new princes of the dollar. Pro- 
fessor Reilly quotes his favourite example 
of the Bush House in London to prove his 
contention that McKim has stamped a 
new character of dignity and propriety on 
modern building. 

A volume on Fischer von Erlach carries 
us from modern America to Austria in the 
early eighteenth century. This great artist 
was a contemporary of Wren, and his 
Vienna calls for comparison with Wren’s 
London. Both have the Renaissance 
magnificence; but the Austrian was florid 
where the Englishman was restrained. 
Fischer von Erlach was the great exponent 
of the Baroque style; but in his hands its 
rich complexity and almost dizzying detail 
conformed to a poetic unity of conception, 
and escaped that debasement which won 
the style so ill a name in other hands. 
The University Church at Salzburg and 
St. Peter’s Church, Vienna; the amazing 
Karlskirche, where the classic mind seems 
to have caught some fire of Eastern 
fantasy ; the indescribably ornate 
Schwarzenburg Palace, which seems unfit 
to de trodden save by a Pavlova—these and 
other works of that versatile and copious 
artist are to be admired by the Westerner, 
tut not, on peril of preposterous failure, 
i“ bo imitated by any builder in these 
ands.

THE INNER LIGHT. 

The doctrine of the Inner Light is pro- 
bably the most characteristic and dis- 
tinctive doctrine of the Society of Friends. 
That there is a divine principle in every 
man which is to de identified with Christ, 
the Light that lighteth every man coming 
into the world,” was George Fox’s 
momentous discovery. Inspired by that 
thought he became the | r of a move- 
ment which, though now almost static, has 
been, and is, deeply influential among 
thoughtful Christians in all the Churches. 

The Society of Friends has put the main 
emphasis on the spiritual element in 
religion, on the good life, on the service 
of man, on simplicity of manners, and on 
divine worship independent upon forms. 
It has minimised organisation, and ritual, 
— has eee with * aids. 
n respect of doctrine it is, broadly speak- 
ing, true to the main current of orthodox 
Christian tradition, but it holds doctrine 
as secondary to lile, The Society of 
Friends long since has won an honourable 
place among the Christian communities of 
the world. It has met their challenge and 
vindicated its right as a branch of the 
true vine. But there is another challenge 
which it and all other Christian Churches 
also must now meet. Modern science has 
thrown new and dazzling light on many 
of our ancient problems. It has pushed 
back the antiquity of man. Its doctrine 
of development has invaded history and 
theology and compelled a complete re- 
statement and sometimes a scrapping of 
some of our ancient beliefs. Quakerism, 
though less hampered by tradition than 
the more ancient historic Churches, has 
felt like them this disturbing thrust and 
has attempted re-adjustment. 

We cannot follow Mr, Hibbert into the 
course of his argument. He considers the 
great themes of the nature of God, In- 
spiration, the meaning of Salvation and 
Atonement, the doctrine of the Trinity, 
Authority in religion, and the validity of 
religious experience. The treatment is 
necessarily brief, but will be found useful 
to those in search of a working creed, free 
from the technicalities of scientific 
theology.

This book records the experiences of the 
third engineer of a tramp and of some ol 
his shipmates.

A SAILOR’S SUCCESS. 
SYDNEY (By. Mail). 


The recent modification by the New South 
Wales Government of the conditions in regard 
to the amount of capital that emigrant 
settlers must possess opens the way for a 
much wider class to avail themselves of the 
advantages offered. The original provision 
was that each settler should be possessed of 
£500 of his own. That amount has now deen 
reduced to £300. The Government is also 
prepared to accept prospective settlers with 
only £50. Such settlers, however, will not be 
placed on their own farms until they have had 

ractical farming experience as employés and 

ave saved sufficient money to qualify them 
under the modified financial conditions. 
A TYPICAL CASE. 

A typical instance of what may be accom- 
plished with a small capital outlay, such as 
the New South Wales Government stipulates 
in its scheme, is provided by the case of 
Gilbert Halcrow. In October, 1919, he was 
demobilised from the Royal Navy after 20 
years of life at sea, and arrived at Sydney 
with less than £300. He purchased, with the 
assistance of the Government Savings Bank, 
an orchard at Glenorie, in the Hawkesbury 
River district, and he tells his own story in 
the following letter to the New Settlers’ 
League :— . 

“I have very great difficulty in making 
people believe we are doing well in an in- 
dustry that gets anything but a good name, 
but the fact that in less than two years from 
my landing with less than £300 capital the 
Government Savings Bank have advanced me 
£1,300 speaks for itself. From passion vines 
alone in my second year we grossed over £700 
after commission and freight expenses, and 
in the last two years we have planted out ten 
acres of young citrus trees. We were living 
in a slab shed for nearly eighteen months, 
then built a six-room house, with telephone. 

“ In four years we have grown over 5, 
half oases of passion fruit, and this year our 
mandarin crop is one of the largest in the 
district. There are thirteen souls living on 
the place, and we have to make provision for 
three more in the next six months. I might 
add that when I came here a valuer from the 
Repatriation Department reported that a man 
could not ibly make a living on the place, 
and he valued it at £650. I have it on good 
authority that eighteen months ago it was 
valued at £2,700—the property alone—and | 
paid £1,100 walk in, walk out, and our over- 
draft at the Rural Bank, Barrack street, 
Sydney, is £1,440."’ 
he people to whom Mr. Halcrow refers as 
being associated with him on his farm are 
the members of his family, and relatives (one 
from America) íor whose tranrfer to the Aus- 
tralian State he arranged soon after he was 
settled. Three others are about to join him. 
There are many similar instances of the suc- 
cess of migrants to be found throughout New 
South Wales, but because the newcomers live 
in silent contentment nothing is publicly 
heard of them. On the other * e com- 
laints of the discontented few are usually 
rought into prominence, often for political 
reasons. —(Reuter.)

The Situation in India. 


On last Tuesday, in the Bengal Legisla- 

tive Council, a motion fr the total rejection 

of the Ministers’ salaries was passed by a 

majority of 68 votes to 66. Out of a total 

membership of 140 there were only two 

absentees. Both were Government sup- 

porters. One was prevented from attend- 

ing by illness and the other was kept 4 

prisoner in his house by a Swarajist mob 

until the critical division was over. The 

Nationalist Press is loud in acclamation 

of this victory in the campaign which the 

Swarajists have undertaken to make the 

Constitution unworkable. Last March the 

vote for the Bengal Ministers’ salaries 

was rejected by a majority of one, but 

on that occasion a special amendment was 

sanctioned by the Secretary of State. As 

a result of the second adverse vote the 

Ministers have resigned and the Council 

has been prorogued. In a communiqué, 

issued by the Government of Bengal, it 

is stated that the Earl of Lytton, the 

Governor of the Province, will take over 

control of the transferred departments. 

The Council, which has been prorogued 

“until such time as may be notified 

later,” probably will not re-assemble 

before 1927, when the next election is 

The Dyarchy, with its administra- 

tive reforms, is at an end in Bengal, and 

the extremists will have an opportunity 

of judging the wisdom of their policy ol 

obstruction which has been responsible for 

the return of autocratic government. Amid 

an outburst of Swarajist jubilation at the 

result of the division in the Council there 

is a notable absence of any tendency to 

count the cost. Materially, the people of 

Bengal can gain nothing from this victory. 

The government of the Province must go 

on, and there can be no possibility of 

surrender on the part of the responsible 
British officials. Probably the weakness 

of the Nationalist policy will be brought 
home to its adherents in the full naked- 

ness of its unconstructive aspect. Hints 
of intimidation designed to affect the votes 
of members added to the prevention by 
violence of one member's attendance tend 
to deprive the triumph of much of its 
virtue. 

Moderate opinion stands aghast at this 
new development, which is certain to in- 
terrupt the tranquillity of which the 
Province is so much in need. Imperialist 
newspapers are calling for strong methods 
to suppress the organisers of disturbance. 
Bengal is one of the chief among the 
danger spots of India, and has a very 
bad reputation for political outrages. 
In the circumstances the Governor 
will be justified in adopting stern measures 
to. preserve the peace and to protect the 
interests of law-abiding citizens. The 
Eastern temperament is quick to presume

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! of all ages: that the conse- 
| of avictory for physical force easily 
| regolve themselves into the imposition of a 


worse tyranny. He now repudiates the 
suggestion of anti-British bias and defines 
his aim for India as self-government 
within the Empire. The administrative 
reforms which have been granted already 
are described by him as frauds because 
local Legislatures are overruled by 
governors and executive councils. In 
making this criticism he ignores the fact 
that it is the policy of his own adherents 
that has made this state of affairs in- 
evitable. It is now rumoured that he in- 
tends to pay a visit to England. If so 
it is reasonable to hope that his views 
will undergo a further change towards 
moderation, since contact with British 
thought always has had that effect on 
extremiste.

Toryism and the People. 

Essaying a definition of Toryism, Dean 
Inge makes a curious forecast of the 
trend which political thought will take 
in the years to come. Conservatism and 
Socialism, he thinks, will be the great 
protagonists; the one depending on 
science and the lessons of history, the 
other on emotion and sentiment. Con- 
servatism, he suggests, will become the 
party of “Science against Sentiment, 
and its problem will be te persuade the 
people to avoid specious doctrines, reck- 
less deeds, and to adhere to the arduous 
and steady courses dictated by judgment 
and experience. Perhaps, so clean a dis- 
tinction between reason and feeling, head 
and heart, is an exaggerated simplification 
of the issue. It suggests an opposition 
between the few and the many which does 
not, or, at any rate, should not, exist. 
Against the class interest preached by 
Socialism, the Tory creed sets, not another 
class interest, but national interest. 
Toryism is not guided by the cold reason 
of the scientist or the lawyer's love of 
precedent alone. It sets due value on 
those sentiments which are beyond reason, 
yet stir the patriot to service and sacrifice. 
It abhors that worship of formula which 
has caused Russian revolutionaries to 
slaughter a class in order to fit a nation 
into a theory; it holds with Burke, that 
“abstract liberty, like other abstractions, 
is not to be found.” What is good for 
the beehive cannot be bad for the bee; 
ad in setting national interest first, and 
seeking to make the people 
prosperous and happy, Toryism is a better 
friend to the worker than those who 
would set up an internal antagonism. By 
labour and loyalty the whole people may 
enjoy comfort and security, each in his 
station; but by the plunder of one class 
for the temporary benefit of another the 
whole people would be reduced to misery 
on the morrow of its revolutionary orgies. 
It has been the far from laudable dis- 
tinction of Socialism that it has based 
its political theories on a materialist 
philosophy. Its chief have 
repudiated those spiritual values which 
Toryism is so much concerned to preserve. 
Toryism to acknowledge that 
material values alone are to be taken 
into account, or that the living genera- 
tion owes no duty to the dead or the 
unborn. In denying what may be termed 
the mystical element in political thought, 
Socialism. would not rob life 
and would 
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whole 


exponents 


refuses 


only 
of colour nobility; it 
sap the principle of its continuance. 
Toryism sets great store on history and 
tradition, and is shy of unnecessary 
change, since to innovate is not necessarily 
to reform. It would be a grave error, 
however, to assume that Conservatism 
belongs only to the learned or the rich. 
It would be foolish, indeed, to suppose 
that, because a man is a toiler, the great 
names of his race mean less to him than 
to another, or that he must needs be 
indifferent to his nation’s future. 
Indeed, the roots of Conservatism should 
be set in the soil that the peasant tills, 
and the springs of Toryism should be ia 
the hearts of the people. None has a 
livelier interest in the State's stability 
than the worker; for he is the worst 
sufferer when times are bad and the 
fu.ture insecure. In the traditions of the 
folk there is as shrewd a wisdom as in 
the theories of the learned. All the 
text-books together preach Conservatism 
less eloquently than do “the secret 
scriptures of the poor.” Toryism may 
appeal to the peasant and the artisan, 
to their sentiments, instincts and ideals, 
with as much assurance as any doctrine 
which proposes to level down what the 
heroic generations have built up, and to 
rear on the ruins of familiar things some- 
thing which has never been heard of in 
song or story. 


“ What Can 1 Tax Now?” 


There is nothing certain but death and 
taxes, says the proverb. It we buy a pair 
of shoes such as formerly cost us a guinea, 
the price charged is something over 
twenty-four shillings; and when we ask 
the dealer how an import duty of one- 
se.enth brings the price so high, he ex 
plains that when the tax is paid there 
are still clearance charges. Thus are we 
taxed at every turn. The Postmaster- 
General has decided, very sensibly, to 
bring our parcel rates down to the level 


over a year, and henceforward it will not 
be necessary to pay 50 per cent. more than 
our neighbours on our parcels. What he 
removes with one hand, however, he 
attempts to impose afresh with the 
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demands a pound from every owner of 
a “broadcasting” set, albeit he renders 
no service whatever for that sum. In 
Britain and in Northern Ireland: the 
authorities charge but half-a-sovereign, 
and that fee is takén to pay, not merely 
for the privilege of owning a receiving 
set, but for providing the music 
which the Free State enjoys gratis. 
Taxation, with us, seems to bear no 
relation to service or utility, and we seem 
to see our statesmen each taking for his 
watchword: Quid ego ex hac inopia nune 
capiam ?

The Wembley Exhibition. 


The fate of the British Empire Exhibi- 
tion at Wembley is hanging in the balance. 
Originally the promoters of the Exhibi- 
tion intended it to come to an end on 
October ist of the present year, but the 
undertaking ‘proved to be so successful, 
both from the commercial and the social 
points of view, that strong pressure has 
been brought to bear on the Board of the 
Exhibition to keep it open for another 
year. Lord Stevenson announced yestér- 
day that no definite decision had been 
reached, but it is feared that the financial 
results of the Exhibition will not justify 
its continuation. In order that Wembley 
should pay it was estimated that at 
least thirty million people must visit it 
during the present year, and the aggregate 
attendance up to the present falls short 
of that number by eighteen million. It is 
extremely unlikely that eighteen million 
people will visit Wembley during the next 
two months, and, in all probability, the 
guarantors will be required to make up 
the financial deficit which almost certainly 
will accrue. For that reason it is possible 
that the Board will decide not to re-open 
the Exhibition next year, more especially 
as the Dominions, notably South Africa, 
are not anxious to maintain their pavilions 
for a further period of twelve months. 
We hope, however, that something will be 
done to prevent the Exhibition from being 
closed permanently. It has been of in- 
estimable commercial value to the exhibi- 
tors, and has done more than anything 
else since the war to strengthen the bonds 
between the several British peoples. We 
had hoped that next year the Free State 
would have a pavilion at Wembley, and, 
irom.every point of view, the continuance 
of the Exhibition is desirable.

The Treaty becomes operative as soon as 
it is ratified, but the other countries have 
raised no objection to the stipulation that 
Germany’s acceptance shall be conditional 
upon the assent of the Reichstag, should 
it not have been obtained before the 
signatures are appended. In that event, 
certain provisions of the Agreement will 
date from the acceptance of the Reichstag 
instead of from date of signature oí 
ratification. 


A Boomerang. 


The Government is now face to face 
with an issue which possesses all the in- 
gredients of a bitter and recriminative 
spirit. A situation which was made in. 
evitable sooner or later by the trend of 
economic events on the Continent has been 
precipitated by the workers in various in- 
dustries; and especially in the coal trade, 
demanding that Britain’s exports shall be 
effectually safeguarded against the effect 
of the execution of the Dawes scheme. 
These demands raise in definite shape the 
question of Free Trade v. Protection, and 
the problem so suddenly sprung upon the 
party has created no small amount of con- 
sternation. There is no use in blinking 
the fact that a number of Labour men 
are inclining in the direction of tariffs. 
They see that unemployment is always 
with us in gigantic dimensions. They 
ponder. whether something more is not 
needed than mere readjustment of indus- 
tries to changing conditions in order that 
sufficient work is ensured to absorb avail- 
able labour. If Mr. Macdonald attempts 
to temporise, he will be inviting just as 
much trouble as if he puts the issue fairly 
and squarely before the party. It is not 
at all improbable that the Government is 
already thinking of a general election as a 
way out. 


India. . 


There is.strong feeling here that Lord 
Olivier’s comments in his despatch to the 
Government of India were both unneces- 
sary and imprudent. The despatch 
covered the transcript of the notes in 
O’Dwyer v. Nair, during which hearing 
Mr. Justice McCardie saw fit to express 
some strong remarks as to General Dyer 
having been unfairly treated in connection 
with the Amritsar affair. It may be fairly 
assumed that the Government of India 
was not disturbed by the judge's expres- 
sions, and that it was equally indifferent 
to Lord Olivier's intervention in a matter 
long closed. But the action of the Secre- 
tary for India is bound to again bring into 
prominence a subject which, having regard 
to the present situation in India, might 
better have been left at rest. Lord 
Lytton’s hands will not be strengthened 
by the course which Lord Olivier has pur- 
sued, and the Governor of Bengal has no 
sinecure at the present moment in coping 
with the political activities of the Swara- 
jists who are busy proclaiming their 
“victory” in producing the failure of 
dyarchy in that province. It is unfor- 
tunate that a despatch which can do no 
good, and may do much harm, should 
have been indited at such a time. 


South African Footballers. 


The South-African Association Football 
Team, which left London for Dublin 
to-day for the opening match of their tour 
on Saturday, have had little opportunity 
for practice since their arrival in this 
country on Monday. They have managed 
to put in some work on the ground of the 
Brentford Club, and those who havt seen 
them consider that they should put up 4 
good show against all but the strongest 
sides. The members of the team are 
modest as to their prospects. They 
describe the tour as mainly of an educa- 
tional character, in order to study the 
methods of the leading clubs. This is 
the first occasion upon which a South 
African side has come to this country for 
games under the Association code. Their 
forerunners, who played under Rugby 
rules, were very popular, and had a 
successful tour. 


Weather Insarance. 


„Lloyds have been rather badly hit 
by the weather. In recent years there 
has been a steadily growing tendency to 
insure against all manner of losses which 
may be occasioned by rain, with the result 
that the number of policies taken ont 
under this head has increased enormously. 
Outdoor fétes for charitable purposes are 
now invariably covered against eventuali- 
ties, and a cricketer always makes sure 
that his benefit match is going to be a 
welcome haul, no matter what the 
elements may be like. Many years ago a 
world-known Surrey professional was given 
a well-deserved benefit match. but rain 
prevented a single ball from being bowled 
on any of the three days allocated for his 
game.- The result was no gate, and, 
although his many admirers put around 
the hat and the club came | mé hand- 
somely, he was several hundreds of 
pounds out of pocket. Since then every 
cricketer has insured his chance. Farmers, 
too, have been more inclined to make use 
of “Lloyds in recent years than formerly, 
insuring their crops against either total 
or partial loss.

Graphic details of the terrific storm 
which almost overwhelmed the great White 
Star liner Arabic and several other vessels 
off the North American coast are pub- 
lished to-day. 

Altogether seventy-five persons on board 
were more or less seriously injured. The 
huge wave which caused the damage almost 
threw the ship on her beam-ends, and, 
according to the stories of those on board, 
the vessel narrowly escaped capsizing. 

When the wave struck the vessel the 
fright>ned passengers were thrown, with 
heaps of furniture, crockery, etc., into 
the corners of the saloons. Torrents of 
water poured right over the vessel, and 
the upper decks presented a scene of 
wreckage. 

Frank Kearney, of Liverpool, a fireman, 
is said to be dying from a fractured spine, 
which was caused when he had rescued 
a young girl passenger who was in danger 
of being washed overboard. 

For a time there was something 
approaching a panic, women and children 
screaming; but the passengers who had 
become seasick and had been lashed in 
their bunks suffered most.

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The refusal of the Benal Legislative Council 
to vote the salaries of Ministers has compelled 
the Governor to prorogue the sittings of that 
body for an indefinite time, and to take 
charge himself of the transferred departments. 
This inevitable result of the action of the 
Swarajist majority will be deplored by all 
those who hoped that a carefully-considered 
system of ‘dyarchy '” would serve as an edu- 
cation for the politically-minded Indians 
in the realities of self-government, and, as 
a preparation for their assumption of still 
Ko functions and “Ag 1 ae The issue 
was a test case. It afforded the Council a 
crucial opportunity of proving their present 
fitness for the Powers confided to them and 
their qualifications for extended authority at an 
early date. They have signally failed to stand 
the test. 

The boast of the Swarajists that they have 
proved the reforms to be unworkable is, of 
course, grotesque. The reforms were intro- 
duced and sanctioned in the confident belief 
on the rt of their authors that the 
„ politically- minded Indians would sincerely 
and earnestly co-operate with the Govern- 
ments in efforts to apply them.” Nobody 
ever imagined that the new institutions would 
work in the teeth of determined and stubborn 
opposition, org nised and conducted by this 
line for the express purpose of proving that 
they were impracticable. The condition pre- 
cedent of success was always good-will on 
both sides. The course followed by Lord 
Lytton in the face of much deliberate provoca- 
tion is an example of the lengths to which 
good-will has been shown by the responsible 
rulers of India. The course followed by Mr. 
Das and his adherents is a demonstration of 
the absence of this good-will in the Swarajist 
Party—a party which claims to speak for en- 
lightened and advanced Indian opinion. 

Lord Olivier said in the House of Lords 
that the methods of the Swarajists in Bengal 
Zid not prove the Montagu-Chelmsford Con- 
stitution to be a failure, and that they had 
not brought government to a deadlock. That 
was before the recent vote. It can hardly be 
denied after the vote that they have proved 
the Constitution to be a failure where a 
majority resolve to make it fail.

The political position during the day has 
been full of uncertainty. Last night a com- 
plete deadlock existed, but the ationalists 
took the initiative this morning and tabled a 
number of amendments, which they repre- 
sented as a slight advance on their previous 
uncompromising attitude. 

These amendments, in short, were :—That 
the London pact shall only become operative 
when international guarantees are given for the 
evacuation of the Ruhr by August, 1925, and 
after the German Government has officially 
repudiated the admission of war guilt made in 
the Versailles Treaty. 

A third amendment demands a reconsidera- 
tion of Germany's capacity to pay in two 
vears. These amendments, according to the 
later statement of Dr. Stresemann. stand little 
chance of being accepted by the Government, 
but it is hoped to-night that an agreement 
between Ministers and the Nationalist leaders 
will be arrived at before the final vote takes 
place to-morrow. | 

Up to the present only twenty-seven 
Nationalists have announced their intention of 
voting for the Dawes scheme. 

The delay in the final decision of the 
Reichstag has aroused the hope that a dissolu- 
tion will be avoided, but it is extremely diffi- 
cult to prophesy what will be the final result 
of the negotiations.

U.S. NAVAL OFFICERS

THE NORTH’S RELATIONS 


WITH AMERICA, 


The officers of the United States destroyer, 
Billingsley (patrol ship to the United States 
aviators in their world flight), which is now 
berthed at Alber quay, Belfast, were enter- 
tained to luncheon by the members of the 
Belfast Harbour Trust, at the Harbour Office, 
yesterday afternoon. 

In the absence of Mr. W. E. Williams, D. L., 
the Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, D. L., Minister 
oí Finance for Northern Ireland, presided.

The Captain of the Arabic reported that 
the sea rushed over the deck, sweeping all 
before it, crushing the lifeboats, twisting the 
iron staunchions, and virtually filling every 
cabin on the two upper decks. The pas- 
sengers had ch Seáin to sleep on tables and 
in deckchairs. 

While the storm was at its height a semi- 
panic reigned on all decks, and it is stated 
that some of the male passengers needed 
rough treatment before they could be 
quietened.

MR. SNOWDEN AND THE

MR. SWIFT M*““NEILL’S VIEW. 


In a letter dated Dublin, 27th August. 
Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill says:—On the 
merits or demerits of the differences which 
have obtained some notoriety between 
Mr. Snowden and Mr. Macdonald in 
respect of the London agreement and the 
proposed loan to Russia, I express no opinion. 
I desire, however, to direct attention to the 
fact, in my judgment incontrovertible, that 
such differences and the publicity attending 
them have created a state of things whose 
continuance is inconsistent with the existence 
of Cabinet Government in the universal and 
undeviating acceptation of that term for no 
fewer than five generations. From 1792 till 
the present time a homogeneous Cabinet and 
the collective responsibility of its members 
have been the bedrock of Parliamentary Go- 
vernment in Great Britain. In May, 1792, 
Lord Chancellag Thurlowe, who had long 
been a false and froward colleague in the 
Cabinet of Mr, Pitt opposed a Government 
measure in the House of Lords, and nearly 
brought about its rejection. Mr. Pitt 
insisted on his dismissal from the 
Cabinet, and ever since open and 
avowed and irreconcilable divergence from 
the views of his colleagues in the Cabinet 
has been accompanied with resignation or 
retirement from the Cabinet of the dis- 
sentient member. To this rule thero is no 
erception. History abounds with instances 
of its observance. It has thus been ex- 
pounded by Lord Macaulay. 

In Parliament the Ministers are bound to 
act as one man on all questions relating to 
the Executive Government. If one of them 
dissents from the rest on a question too im- 
portant to admit of compromise it is his 
duty to retire. Mr. Bagshot records that 
at the end of a Cabinet which agreed to 
propose a duty on corn Lord Melbourne, the 
Prime Minister of the day, put Iris back to 
the wall and said :—‘‘ Now, is it to lower 
the price of corn or isn't it? It is not 
much matter which we say, but we must all 
say the same.” Mr. Bagshot says that this 
story is the most graphic account of a 
Cabinet he ever heard, though he cannot 
vouchsafe for its truth. The story, whether 
true or not, is an illustration of a homo- 
geneous Cabinet, and collective Cabinet re- 
sponsibility as of the essence of Parlia- 
mentary Government. 

Mr. Snowden’s position furnishes an ideal 
object-lesson of Mr. Gladstone's definition of 
a division in the Cabinet. Mr. Gladstone, 
writing to Lord Granville on March 24, 1884. 
says:—What are divisions in the Cabinet? 
In my opinion differences of views stated, 
and, if need be, argued and then advisedly 
surrendered with a view to a common con- 
clusion are not divisions in a Cabinet. By 
that. phrase I mean unaccommodated differ- 
ences in matters standing (Mr. Snowden’'s 
case) for immediate action.— ( Morley’s Life 
of Gladstone,” III. p. 175.) 

The principle of collective Cabinet responsi- 
bility which has been observed without rup- 
ture till its recent violation for nearly a 
century and a half is in Great Britain only a 
convention of the British Constitution, al. 
though the seat of the life of that Constitu- 
tion. In the written Constitution of the Trish 
Free State the principle of collective Cabinet 
responsibility is embodied, and is accordingly 
positive. Article 54 of the Constitution of 
the Irish Free State provides :—The Executive 
Council shall be collectively responsible for all 


JUDGE TO PASS SENTENCE O 
SEPTEMBER 10. 
CHICAGO, August 28. 

The Leopold and Loeb kidnapping and 
murder case concluded to-day, when the 
prosecuting attorney, Mr. Crowe, finished his 
three days’ argument, demanding the death 
penalty. Judge Caverly said that he would 
reserve judgment, and added that, inasmuch 
as the prisoners had pleaded guilty, he would 
pass sentence at 9.30 on September 10. 

Mr. Crowe was especially vitriolic to-day, 
and had frequently to be admonished by the 
judge. He began by stating that two 
Chicago youths had just confessed to the 
murder of an old woman for sixty dollars 
which she possessed. He then proceeded to 
describe murder cases, in which Judge 
Caverly himself had sentenced to death 
young men of poverty. One of the cases 
cited was that of an eighteen year old negro, 
whose recent ancestors, Mr. Crowe declared, 
had inhabited African jungles, and that 
neither his youth nor deficient intellect bad 
been regarded as an adequate defence. His 
— references to the Judge brought 
about the attorney's undoing, and the Court 
rebuked him pointedly, and ordered certain 
objectionable sections of his speech, in which 
he referred to police testimony to the effect 
that Leopold had hoped for a trial before a 
friendly judge, to be expunged from the 
record of the proceedings. 

Judge Caverly also made a statement de- 
fending the court from the criticisms of the 
prosecuting lawyers. 

Before the closing of the case there was & 
brief formal hearing of the charge against 
the defendants of kidnapping Jacob Frank, 
the victim’s father, a police captain being the 
witness. 8 

Extraordinary precautions will be taken to 
prevent attempts on the life of Judge Caveriy 
when the sentences are passed on Leopold 
and Loeb. Spectators will not only be ex- 
cluded from the court room, but from the 
entire building. Other judges in the build- 
ing have been requested to postpone the 
opening of their courts until later on that 
dav. 

Threats have, it is understood, reached 
persons prominently concerned in the case, 
hinting at terrible happenings unless the 
prisoners are sentenced to death or imprison- 
ment for life.

e contrast between his enduring, un- 
obtrusive, prosperous life and the hectic, un- 
stable existence of the industrial areas of the 
war countries is striking. Anyone travelling 
through these regions with a mind full of the 
talk of financial crisis and economic collapse 
must be astounded to observe, over 
of square miles of cultivated country, the 
vigorous, cheerful industry of the workers in 
the fields, and the abounding fruits of that 


industry. 

There is no more prosperous sight in 
E to-day than the vast Hungarian plains

The routine of poasant life seems almost as 
much a process of nature as the alternation of 
day and night. Peasants followed close 
behind the guns in France to identify and 
lough their scarred fields. While the young 

usslans of the Red Army fought the Poles 
in 1920, the old men of the villages south of 
the Volga sowed corn amid the barbed wire 
which marked the battlefields of the Reds and 
Whites in the civil wars. Wherever he has 
seed-corn and implements left to him, the 
peasant arises after each buffeting of fate and 
resumes his task. Cheerfulness and gaiety are 
creeping back to the valleys that were 
oppressed with the lingering misery of the 
war. 

The recovery of the country is reflected in 
the towns. In Vienna pessimism is giving 
place gradually to new hope and buoyancy of 
spirit. The reappearance of milk stalls in the 

raben market is a sign of fundamental im- 
provement—the salvage of agriculture and the 
establishment cf new contracts between town 
and country. 

In Alsace, to take a western region which 
was eaten up by the German Armies during 
the war, it will be another five years before 
the live stock is back to pre-war numbers, 
but the field cultivation is already restored. 
Both in variety of crop and richness of yield 
one seea this year in the Alsatian plain a 
wonderful manifestation of Nature's bountiful 
response to human industry.

REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTS. 


BERNE, Thursday. 

The Inter-Parliamentary Conference ter- 
minated its labours this evéning. Before 
breaking up, it adopted three resolutions, 
dealing with the reduction. of armaments 
and the security of States. The first resolu- 
tion expressed the hope that the co-operation 
entered ‘nto last year between the League 
of Nations and the United States of America 
will result in a wniversal agreement on the 
fundamental provisions of the Convention of 
St. Germain of September 10, 1919, regard- 
ing the control of armaments and the tettle- 
ment of problems that might arise between 
states. 

The Conference also recommends the meet- 
ing of an international Conference 10 
elaborate the international Convention re- 
quired for that end, and begs the various 
sections of the Inter-Parliamentary Union to 
impress upon their respective ’ Parliaments 
and Governments the urgency of these ques- 
tions being settled in the interests of peace. 
The second resolution emphasisés how im: 
portant it is that the establishment of 
military zones under the egis of the League 
of Nations should be generalised. The per- 
manent Committee for the Reduction of 
Armaments is instructed to consider the 
problem of the demilitarisation of frontiers, 
and is requested to constitute a consultative 
Commission, to meet as soon as possible, to 
discuss the last-mentioned question. 

The third re olution records with satisfac- 
tion the intention announced by the Presi- 
dent of the Unit States to call a second 
Conference for Naval disarmament, and also 
the suggestion repeatedly thrown out by the 
British Prime Minister to submit the arma- 


ments problem to an international discussion. 


It recommends the elaboration of the general 
— for the reduction of armaments in con- 
ormity with Article 8 of the Washington 
pact. The resolution declares that the first 
step to be taken in the sense of a reduction 
of armament is an undertaking to restrict 
military expenditure, by air, land and sea, 
to a figure not exceeding the authorised 
total under these heads, thus laying down 
a starting point for the reduction of arma- 
ments.— uter.)

THE NAME OF THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL, 


In a case before Mr. Cooper, Senior District 
Justice, at Kingstown yesterday, Mr. Brady, 
solicitor, said that under the law as it now 
stood some members of the legal profession 
held that in ali future prosecutions the name 
of the Attorney-General sliould be inserted. 
Mr. Cooper, X. C., said that the point had 
been rai before him on the previous day, 
and since then he had consulted with his late 
colleague on the Tipperary circuit, Dr. 
Falconer, K.C., who was an authority on 
criminal law, and they both came to the con- 
clusion that there was nothing whatever in 
the point. Having read the Act, he had not 


full jurisdiction to deal with summonses taken 
out after August 11th under Section 9 of the 
Act, which provided that all prosecutions 
in any court of summary jurisdiction shall be 
at the suit of the Attorney-General.” He 
was satisfied that on summonses issued pre- 
vious to the enforcement of the Act he had 
power to amend the summonses in every case 
to the name of the Attorney-General. He 
thought that the matter was purely a formal 
one. In olden days the name of the King 
always appeared. As far as his judgment 
went, he no hesitation in saying that the 
section was absolutely mandatory. They got 
the clue to what was meant by reading the 
preamble. 

Mr. Brady remarked that they had no King 
now but Jim Larkin. It was very hard to 
know what Dail Eireann was at at present.

RACIAL PROBLEMS IN SOUTH 


AFRICA, 


The Rev. Nelson Bitton, Home Secretary of 
the London Missionary Society, left England 
pin for a tour in South Africa in the 
ope of reorganising the Society's operations. 

According to Mr. Bitton, the Society a few 
years ago adopted a policy that has proved 
mistaken. The directors of that period de- 
cided, when a church composed of coloured 
members was financially self-supporting, to 
give it fall control. 

There is no question,“ he said, that 
the loss in training and leadership is felt. 
The churches for the white population are 
working side by side with the churches for 
the coloured races; but events demonstrate 
that they are not working together. Only 
those on the spot know the difficulties and 
appreciate the racial problems. 

The South African Congregational Union 
have invited Mr. Bitton to attend their meet- 
ings in October for the purpose of establishing 
a South African auxiliary of the L. M. S., by 
which it is hoped to remind the South African 
churches of that broader vision which is 
resented by the Society's operations in China,

U.S. CONVICTS ADVISED OF 


DOPE PARCELS,

Wireless sets have been banished from the 
Eastern State Penitentiary, following the dis- 
covery that convicts were utilising them to 
receive dot and dash code messages detailing 
how narcotics would be smuggled into the 
prison. 
The discovery was made when a visitor was 
called in by a convict to fix a set in his cell. 
Having a knowledge of code, the visitor, upon 
adjusting the apparatus, heard a message 
stating that a rubber ball filled with dope 
would be tossed over the penitentiary wall 


on the day that the message was received. 


Upon leaving the prison he informed the 
President of the Board of Trustees, and 
shortly afterwards guards placed on watch 
saw a rubber ball pop over the wall. When 
opened it was found to contain narcotics, the 
officials say. 

One set seized was contained in a Bible. 
The convict had hollowed out the centre of 
the volume, leaving only the edges of the 
paper intact, and in the hollow portion had 
built a highly efficient set.

Sir,—I am advised by my Ministers to 
acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 4th 
instant, enclosing copy of an Order dated 
the 25th day of June, 1924, whereby His 
Majesty referred to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council certain questions con- 
nected with the Articles of Agreement for a 
Treaty between Great Britain and Ireland, for 
the consideration and report of the Judicial 
Committee. 

Considerable correspondence has already 
taken place between my Government and His 
Majesty's Government, in the qourse of which 
His Majesty's Government informed my 
Government that they proposed to submit to 
the Judicial Committee, under the Statute 3 
uestions 
set out in His Majesty’s Order. In doing so, 
His Majesty’s Government made it quite clear 
that they were merely seeking advice from 
the Judicial Committee as to their legal and 
constitutional powers. My Ministers have at 
all times refused to be parties to the reference 
of these matters to the Judicial Committee, 
and do not recognise that they are in any way 
bound by its proceedings or decision, and His 
Majesty's Government are in complete agree- 
ment with them as to this. 

My Ministers also desire me to say that in 
making the Order cf the 25th day of June, 
1924, His Majesty uid not act on the advice 
of my Ministers, in accordance with the con- 
stitutional practice applicable if it were in- 
tended that the determination of the questions 
set out therein should bind or affect the Irish 
Free State. 

In the circumstances, my Ministers desire 
me to say, for the information of the members 
of the Judicial Committee, that they do not 
desire to attend, by counsel, before their 
Lordships, nor do they desire to submit any 
documents for the consideration of the Board.

MR. DE VALER\’S VIEWS ON

In ‘a statement issued by the Republican 
Publicity Department, Mr. de Valera states 
that at no time has he put forward any pro- 


oy: under which any part of Ireland would 
free to set up a separate Parliament in- 
dependent of the rest of Ireland 
There is no*such - 
‘No. 2, as they like to it,” says Mr. de 
Valera. Those who wish to know what the 
‘proposal was should read the document itself, 
not the Free State Ministerial or other ver- 
sions of it. On July 19th, 1021, the day be- 
fore Mr. Lloyd George sent me the British

Grosvenor Hotel, July 19, 1921. 

Sir —Sir James Craig, after conversations with 
you, has published a statement of which I am 
bound to take immediate notice. 

You are aware that in meeting you in London, 
T have been acting as the representative of Ireland 
in accordance with the mandate conferred upon Me 
by the Irish people as a whole. and that before 
accepting your invitation to come here I made it 
perfectly clear that no conversations or conferences 
were possible which would imply any denial of the 
essential right of the Irish people to full National 
self-determination. 

Sir James Craig's statement is a direct denial 
of both. His claim is that six counties ot Ulster, 
arbitrarily selected and containing a minority of 
one-fifth of our people who oppose the National de- 
mand, are and. must permanently remain a separate 
political unit with a separate right to seif-deter- 
mination and that they can co-operate with the re- 
maining four-fifths of Ireland only on that basis 
and upon a footing of privilege which would give 
to the minority a voting strength relatively several 
times that of the majority. 

Our answer to this wholly inadmissible claim is 
not a mere negation. I have made it clear in pub 
lic statements which reflect the views of the Trish 
people that Ireland, so far from disregarding the 
special position. of .the minority in North-East 
Ulster, would be willing to sanction any measure

The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture announces something new in bread, which 
its originators prophesy. will become widely 
popular. It is cocoa bread, which has a de- 
cided flavour of cocoa that pleases most 
palates and retains its freshness longer than 
ordinary bread. 

The experimental baking laboratory of the 
Bureau of Chemistry have achieved the pro- 
duct by substituting 8 to 10 per cent. of the 
flour in any bread -formula with cocoa and 
omitting shortening,. which is now supplied 
by the cocoa. An equal amount of sugar and 
cocoa is used. The bread is dark brown in

MISSION TO STUDY BRITISH 


METHODS. 


SOUTHAMPTON, Thursday. 

An American Committee, whose visit, it is 
hoped, may lead to important results in the 
development of educational work among the 
blind in the United States, arrived at South- 
* to-day by the steamship Pittsburgh. 

be Committee, which is headed by Mr. 
Robert B. Irwin, M. A., Director of the Bureau 
of Research of the American Foundation for 
the Blind (who is himself blind), has been 
sent to this country by the Foundation for 
the purpose of studying European methods of 
helping the blind, and, in particular, the 
methods of Braille printing in use in other 
countries. 

The work of the Foundation, which is the 
co-ordinating organisation for all blind wel- 
fare work in America, has been directed for 
many years towards the international stan- 
dardisation of Braille printing and the reduc- 
tion of the present almost prohibitive cost of 
publishing embossed books for the blind. As 
one of the best means to secure such a re- 
duction is believed to be the adoption of two- 
side printing, the Foundation decided to send 
a committee to Europe to study the methods 
adopted abroad in this form of printing. 

e Committee looks forward to obtaining 
much useful knowledge from the National 
Institute of the Blind in London, whose work 
is well known in the United States. The In- 
stitute has invited the American visitors to 
inspect its printing plant. 

It is hoped that as a result of the Com- 
mittee’s investigations it may be found pos- 
sible to reduce the present cost of Braille 
printijng in America by 25 per cent., and that 
by thus rendering possible a correspondingly 
larger output of Braille literature, an im- 
portant fillip may be given to work on behalf 
of the blind in the United States.—(Reuter.)
